A FLEXIBLE POLICY 


One advantage of a flexible immigra- 
tion policy, under immediate control of 
the Dominion Government, is that when 
immigrants are not wanted the invitation 
to outsiders can be suspended, without 
breaking contracts or doing injustice to 
any party. A policy operating through 
contracts with shipping companies, or 
other immigration-hunting agencies, would 
undoubtedly bring in more people. 
the movement could not be halted readily 
when conditions demanded, and the inflow 
would continue whether the country could 
absorb the new labor supply or not. That 
is how such an arrangement worked out 
years ago. 

The present policy gives no one a 
“vested interest” in the business of secur- 
ing and importing immigrants. That is 
held to be, as it ought to be, the business 
of the country, not of private parties, and 
the Minister in charge can instruct his 
agents abroad to ease up or speed up the 
effort according as the labor market in 
Canada is slack or keen. For the time 
there is a surplus of unskilled labor. Our 
representatives abroad are accordingly 
told to “lay off.” When the surplus has 
been absorbed into the industrial organism 
they can be signalled that conditions are 
again favorable’ for people who want to

LABRADOR 


Reports persist that Newfoundland 
wants to sell Labrador to Canada for the 
reason that Newfoundland needs money 
and is not in a position to develop the re- 
sources of the territory. Among Canadians 
generally there has been no noticeable in- 
terest in the proposition, but unless the 
price were excessive it can be supposed 
they would favor rounding out the Domin- 
ion by adding that strip of Atlantic front- 
age. The portion of the peninsula which fell 
to Newfoundland in the decision recently 
handed down by the Privy Council is said 
to comprise some 300,000 squire miles. If 
the Government maps of Canada are cor- 
rectly drawn, that must be an over-esti- 
mate, for the area of Alberta is only 255,- 
’SS5 square miles, 

Buying Labrador would be like buying 
pig in a bag. The territory is almost un- 
‘plored, Its resources are unknown.

RUBBER PAVED 
FLOOR BOARDS 
ARE NEW IDEA 


Graham - Paige “Engineers 
Eliminate Loose Mats in 
Driving Compartment

fected a process of molding rubber 
on wood to provide rubber paved 
floor-boards for the driving compart 
ments of automobiles, This new de 
velopment results in extreme neatnese 
and unusually good appearance 

Because both the product and the

‘These new style floor-boards are now | 


furnished in all model of the 
Graham-Paige line 

The molded-on rubber covers not 
only the surface of each of the floor- 
boards, but also the edges, and in 
addition, forms a strip of rubber on 
the bottom surface to act as packing 
and anti-squeak between the floor 


boards and the body ailis. The rubber | 


on the surface of the boards also is 
extended at the edge to form an over- 
lapping flange, which conceals the 
division between the boards 

Many advantages are to be fg 
in the new arrangement One of 
these is its cleanliness. The rubber 
fills completely the gaps between the 
boards, making the floor air-tight 
and dust-proof. Another gain is the 
positive elimination of rattle and 
equeaks The greatest improvement 
however, ts in appearance, with the 
elimination of the separate mat fit 
ting loosely around the pedals and 
levers, and curling up at the edges 

Owing to the design of Graham- 
Paige brake and clutch pedals, slots 
are not required in the floor-boards 
and rubber grommets fit close up 
around the pedals, steering column 
and levers, making the floor and 
toe-boards virtually air-tight through- 
out, Splashing of water and mud 
into the driver's compartment is im-

The new finishing process requires 
the use of high-grade wood, oak or 
five-ply fir, for the boards them- 
selve and because of the close fit 
demanded, the boards are machined 
to dimensions exact to one thirty- 
second inch 


In the molding proce the boards 
and rubber are placed ir le nolds 
and are held under pressure 2,000 
Ibs. per éq. inch for 20 minutes, dur- 
ing which the rubber is “cured” under 
high temperature When removed 
each board has a layer of rubber 


one-eighth inch thick on its surface 
and edges. so firmly attached that 
it is impossible to separate the rubber 
from the wood

MANY OUTSIDE 


New Regulations Regarded 
as of Great Importance 
to Canadian Workmen

OTTAWA, Avg. 10—Great {mport- 
ance attaches to the order-in-council 
passed recently which prohibits the 
importation of foreign labor into Can- 
ada under contract The effect of 
the order-in-counci!, the pass.ng of 
which was announced at Halifax last 
night by Hon. Peter Heenan, minister 
of labor, is to. provide immigration 
Officials with the power to exclude 
such contract labor, This will prob- 
ably have a much wider effect than 
| the Alien Labor act, Under the Alicn 
Labor act, a complaint had to be filed 
before any measure for exclusion 
could be taken 

The Alien Labor act, passed approx- 
imately 25 years ago, was applicable 
only to countries which had similar 
legislation applicable to Canada. This 
new order-in-council applies to out- 
siders seeking to enter Canada under 


contract or agreement to do certain 
| Work The order contains a proviso 
that the minister of immigration may 
set aside its provisions in speeific cases 
if he thinks it advisable to do so

Paul’s school. The school was half German 
Pastor Binemann gave us his blessing at the 
beginning of the school year The protestant 
spirit went well with the police methods im 
planted in Russia The standard of scholar 


hip was high; pupils were held to a rigid di 
cipline and compelled to work. 

St. Paul’s Church had also an orphan asylum 
for German boy They were to be seen 
dressed in faded blue cotton, in their special 
corner of the school yard, where they wandered 
aimlessly about with joyless faces, and then 
dragged back to their building. For although 
the vard was fo all of us, studerts and “board 
ers,” as they were called, formed two entirely 
separate worlds. I played in that yard for 
seven years without learning the name of a 
single one of those orphans; they were strictly 
forbidden to mingle with the students. Pastor 
Binemann gave them his blessing separately, 
and no doubt jin shorter formula. 

On my first day in school I obtained the 
highest mark, five, three times. I was choking 
with joy when I got home. From that day 
until my studies were finished | was always 
first in my class. It was not easy. I worked 
incessantly. My conduct was exemplary. I do 
not recall receiving a serious reprimand in my 
school days. On the contrary, I was constantly 
held up as an example. Yet one day I was 
suspended from the school and on another 
occasion was locked up tor twenty-four hours 
and threatened with final expulsion, I must 
relate those two events, which were in the 
nature of school mutinies, because I think that 
to a certain extent they foreshadowed my later 
life. 


The first “revolt,’ which occurred in the 


second form, was directed against the French 


professor. M. Burnard was a bilious Swiss 
who suffered from hemorrhoids, but he was 
called “French” to simplify matters. His diges 
tive troubles caused him to regard his pupils as 
his worst enemies. I enjoyed his good-will, but 
the German boys—sons of local colonists—had 
much difficulty in learning any French. 
Burnard persecuted them doubly. Tis principal 
victim was a certain Wacker, who was the pet 
of Herr Struve, our good German instructor. 
Wacker was a poor enough student, but on this 
occasion Burnard very unjustly gave him a 
mark of “one.” Wacker began to cry. The pro- 
fessor went on raging and munching indigestion 


tablets. “Ones” and “twos” rained down on| 


the class like stones on the city of the wicked 
The class was on pins and needles. I felt 
revolt growing in my breast. “Let's raise a 
row,” murmured a few students, with evil in 


their eyes, among whom was myself. Was [|

soon as the professor picked up his reeord-book, | 
as a sign that the class was over, there was a} 


unanimous chorus ef howls that followed him to 
the door.
